‘““Golony I found that 
amendments had eo cbscared 
the regulations that it was almost im- 
possible to understand what they 
meant, much less to carry them out. 
Bo Iset to work, first of all to dis- 
cover what these regulations were in- 
tended to effect, and then to redratt

-Tepresent the intehtions, But it was 
some years before a really intelligible 
emigration ordinance was passed in 
the Colony, and-severa} more before 
it waa approved by the Home Gov- 
eroment.

It was just atter 
the Sonth African war and the 
“ Boxer” trouble in North China, and 
eeveral suitable steamers, which had 
been used as transporta for convesyiig 
British troops, were available on the 
spot. The accommodation, sleeping, 
cooking, sanitary. and deck space for 
imme which “had - satisfied 
“Tommy” were,» however, pro- 
nounced to be not good enoagh 
for the Chinese coolie, so the ships 
bad to be fitted out anew. Even 
then objections were, raised by those 
with 8 political axe to grind, both in 
South Airica and at homie.
